“Oh My Pa-Pa” has taken off like a 
scared sabre jet. In less than one 
month, the tune has zoomed into the 
Number One spot on the hit parade. 
Even more amazing than the speed 
with which it broke is the staggering 
number of copies the many versions 
of the record. have sold. “Oh My Pa- 
Pa’’ shapes up easily as the biggest 
record of this young new year. We may 
be sticking our necks out, knowing all 
the uncertainties: of the record business 
as we do, but a 2-million seller is a 
rare animal, and pretty hard to beat. 


This tune became a hit the hard 
way. It had to travel three thousand 
miles, and then some, to achieve the 
huge success it is having.

Between recording stars, newspaper 
columnists, and folks in the entertain- 
ment world in general, Buddy sees 
a great amount of people during the 
course of one day. He may be at CBS, 
and five minutes later he’s on his way 
to a cocktail party in Philadelphia. 

What is a press agent’s day like? 
Well, to close off, we’re going to in- 


clude exerpts from a column Buddy | 


wrote for the show business trade 
paper, “Variety.” - It’s called “A 
Flack’s Lament,” and it hits some of 
the troubles that besiege a press agent: 

“T tell everyone I meet what a great 
publicity man you are. That’s money 
in the bank for you. (Yeah, but send 
cash).” 

“Just got back from Chittlin Switch, 
Alabama, where I was a big smash. 
Why didn’t I see a thing in the papers 
there? (There is no paper there.)” 

“What kind of a press agent are 
you? I’ve had you six weeks and not 
even a ‘Life’ cover yet!”
